The governor made no announce 
ment as to his candidacy for senator 
but at the same time in his defense 
of his administration of the state af 
fairs there might- be seen the begin 
ning of such a campaign. 
- One of the chief causes for . high 
taxes, Mr. McGovern said, was the 
increased cost of living or the redue 
tion of the -purchasing power of a 
dollar. 


Gov. McGovern said: "When an invl 
tatlon came to me to address you 
upon the subject of high taxes anc 
state expenses, I cheerfully accepted 
it. I did this all the more gladly be- 
cause I believe the people have a right 
:o know all the facts relative to this 
important feature

They have a right to know whether

Says Politics, Was Omitted. 
In taking up various criticisms 
made upon; the subject, Gov.

"One 
need not be a trained politi- 
cian," he said, "to know that for -elec- 
tioneering purposes a remission of a 
million. or a million and a quarter 
dollars would have been just as ad- 
vantageous as the remission of two 
million dollars, as was actually made.

He contended, that it was sufficient 
hat the taxpayers in the cities of Be- 
oit and Janesville should be required 
o help build the roads in the town- 
ship without contributing to road 
mildlng In cities, just because they 
happened to be cities of the fourth 
class. 
It was discrimination, he de- 
clared, against the cities of the third 
class in the county. He was confident 
hat the law .was unconstitutional and 
would, not stand up in the courts. It 
was giving one class of cities a spe- 
cial privilege to which they were not 
entitled. 
Supervisor Hopkins contended that 
he citizens of Edgerton were not aft- 
•r anything more than they were en- 
itled to and that-they sought to carry 
-mt the law in the matter~He believed 
hat the board should vote the city 
highway aid. 
Supervisor Heddles was the only 
anesvHle supervisor who voted for 
ie resolution.

THE BOY SCOUTS. 


Just why Janesville was unable to 


maintain a. Boy Scout organization, is 
not known, but it is to be regretted 
that the movement was allowed to die 
a natural death. 
Reports from other cities indicate 


that tha organization is growing rap- 
idly, and accomplishing a great deal 
of good. There are plenty of boys in 
the city who need this kind of work 
and discipline and there should be no 
trouble in raising funds to carry it 
on, if the right man could be found 
to take charge of the organization. 
The judge of the juvenile court in 
Kansas City recently said: 


"If every boy in th,e city could be 
interested in the Boy Scout move- 
ment, the juvenile court would soon 
t>e a. stranger to the youth of the city, 
and we would rear a generation of 
men that would not need so much' 
police protection. 
"The boy must have a vent for his 


enthusiasm. 
Every day1 boys who 
have Bought their fun with some gang 
come iJto the juvenile court for pun- 
ishment- There are lots of them in 
the reformatories and prisons and the 
city is full of them. 
"I have never had a Boy Scout in 


my court. There are twelve hundred 
of them ii the city and they are too 
good to join a gang. They are our 
modern knights of chivalry. No 'sissy 
boy* makes a good Scout. It takes

consin 'as to gross disbursements, has 
moved faster than her .sister states,' 
"but he charged that the expenditures 
of the state had been eraggerated."

coming campaign it is time for the

How would you like to own the post 
office? 
As a commercial proposition, 
do you think you could make it suc- 
ceed. If your knowledge of the facts 
incident to running- such an institution 
is too limited, a few statements con- 
cerning it -may interest you. The loca' 
p.ost office showed a clean profit ol 
$23,566.36 for the year of 1913. 
Of 
course, that does not take into con- 
sideration the interest on .the original 
investment in the building and equip 
ment, but it is the surplus over anc 
above what the actual expense 
*.r 
conducting the 
business 
was. 
Be 
sides the salary 
of the 
postmaster 
and his clerks, the expenses of city 
and rural delivery, special delivery 
and incidentals include the 
greatest 
share of the amount paid out. 
The 
chief income is derived from the sale 
ot stamps, which in 
the local pos' 


office amounted to 
$60,365.87 
last 
year. 
Newspaper postage amounted 
to $1,330.06, the other moneys being 
received from box rents, excess 
ou 
single envelopes, and third cla'ss cir 
culars mailed without stamps. Janes 
ville is among the first class offices 
pE the country, and acts as a receiv 
ing station for-'Afton, Calainine anc 
Hanover, all receipts of those offices 
having to come into the main office a- 
Janesville. The number of registerec 
letters sent through the local office 
for the year of 1D13 was 5,917, 
and 
the number of insured packages was 
5.970. 
Besides 
the 
regular business of 
postal -service, the office acts as a 
banking facility in selling money or 
ders and in taking care of savings 
for those who wish to deposit in the 
postal savings department. Without 
touching on the latter feature, it is 
interesting to note that the business 
done in the 
sale of money orders 
alone amounted to $304,673.96. 
The 
sale of domestic orders amounted to 
$112,373.17 and of foreign $13,644.ST 
The number of orders 
sold was 19, 
834 of which 19.273 were domestic 
and 561 were foreign..
